To a woman is given the credit for 
inaugurating the movement which 
has resulted in the abolition of slav- 
ery in this isolated region of darkest 
Africa—one of the last of its strong- 
holds in the world of today. It was 
Lady Kathleen Simon, wife of Sir 
John Simon, a distinguished leader 
of the Liberal party in England, who 
was responsible for making known to 
the outside world that domestic slav- 
ery still existed in the protectorate. 
As a result legislative action was 
taken to abolish it. The slaves were 
owned only by natives of the pro- 
tectorate and not by Europeans. 

The slaves are principally peopl 
captured in the intertribal or inter- 
necine wars before the establishment 
of the protectorate, and the des- 
cendants of such persons. Since the 
proclamation of the protectorate in 
1896 these wars have ceased. 

The slaves are engaged in farm 


similar to those done by members of 
the family. Indeed, it would be hard 
for a casual onlooker to tell who is 
a slave and who a .

ST. LOUIS (Mo.) Dec. 31. (#)-——The 


B. F. Mahoney Aircraft Company, 
makers of Col. Charles A. Lindbergh's 
Spirit of St. Louls and the Ryan 
plane, will be moved here from San 
Diego, Cal., it was announced tonight 
by President B. F. Mahoney. The ac- 
tion came after several weeks of ne- 
gotiations. The company expects to 
begin operations in ninety days. 
Present plans call for the organiza- 
tion of a Missouri corporation with a 
capital of $500,000, which will ac- 
quire the present assets of the con- 
cern. Mahoney will remain president 
of the new concern with Phil D. Ball, 
owner of the St. Louls Browns; Harry 
H. Knight and Harold M. Bixby of 
the Chamber of Commerce, the other 
members of the board of directors. 
Construction work is expected to 
start on the new plant, costing $50,- 
000, which will be located at Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field. The output at 
the start will be nine planes a month,

Scientific Food Tests 


BUPPALO (N. ¥.) Dec. 31. 
Experiments in diet on prisoners are 
advocated by Dr. Albert P. Sy, pro- 


fessor of chemistry in the University 
of Buffalo. 


The experiments, which would be 
comparable to those on animals in 
health laboratories, would a 
promise of pardon if convicts sub- 
mitting to them survived. 

“By such experiments,” Dr. Sy de- 
clared, “we could make great ad- 
vances in ascertaining what is bene- 
ficial and what is harmful in the 
diet of the human being. with far 
greater certainty than we now can 
in our experiments with animals. 

“It would be far better to give 
prisoners a chance to volunteer for 
such experiments, and thus do some- 
thing for the benefit of humanity, 
with a promise of pardon on con- 
clusion of the experiment, than to 
keep them locked up for years, ut- 
— useless. to themselves or to the 
world.”

I got a bad cut over my right 
eye. I had it fixed up, but had « 
great deal of trouble with it aft- 
erward. As my eye closed complete- 
ly, I was excused from further duty 
until the day before we arrived in 
Syria. This was my only “wound” 
While in the ! 

Finally we got to Bizerte. We were 
thankful to get a hot meal once 
more, and to sleep in bunks. We 
were forced to wait a week for a 
ship, so I had a good chance to see 
this picturesque seaport, which is al- 
so a French port de guerre and a 
great submarine base. 

Finally, to our joy, we received or- 
ders to leave the next day. In the 
morning the compeny lined up —— 
fifes and drums at the head.

THEY'RE NOT THUGS 

Their feeling. individually and col- 
lectively, has more or less pictured 
the owners of radio stations as a spe- 
cle of Bowery thugs who ought to be 
equeiched, instead of as a group of 
American business men, some excel- 
lent business people and others not 
80 good. 

For the time being, however, the 
Ddattiefront of disgruntied station 

rietors simmers down to normal. 

ere was, of course, some justifica- 

tion of the station managers’ feelings, 

for each owner has a large amount of

‘This novel was written first in 
French ahd then translated into En- 
glish, ite author being an American 
who has lived in France since child- 
hood.
